hosted the first real ANA convention. 

The Ohio State Numismatic Association petered 
out in the mid-1940s. The current group of that 
name was formed six or seven years ago. 

Columbus Numismatic Society merged with Cen¬ 
tral Ohio International Numismatic Society . The 
combined CNS-COINS changed its name to the 
Central Ohio Numismatic Association.
